The novelty (Art. 33 (2) PCT) and the inventive step (Art. 33 (3) PCT) of the processes 
of claims 1 and 13 is not anticipated by the disclosures of the cited documents. 
In particular, the documents D1 (US-A-5 905 116), D2 EP-A-0 955 329), D3 (EP-A-0 
955 319), and D4 (EP-A-0 955 316) do not suggest a process for producing (extended) 
polyalkylene-grafted interpolymer as defined in present claims 1 and 13 wherein the 
essential steps a), b) and c) are accomplished in the same vessel (eg a mixer). 

This simplified process saves processing time (no intermediate removal and grinding 
necessary) and provides materials having well balanced tensile strength, damping 
properties, and thermostability (thermally recyclable at 160 °C, sen/ice temperature of 
up to 100 °C).
